But our 
minds and hearts now turn to our future 
battlefield (India)' which we are so qtiiok- 
ly eppruaoking and for whioli God is pre- 
paring ns every day more and more. 

As arranged, we loft London on the 
16th ulto. After going by train front tlm 
Congress Hall wo vers met at, Uroud Si, 
Station in the oity by some Staff and 
Headquarters, a brass baud as well as a 
crowd of T.H. cadets and nthers. All 
along to "101" the policemen kc-pl the 
way olear and grand crowd* turnsd out to 

' witnsM the procession. At Headquarters 
we had a farewoll talk with tlio General 
whan he said that he had tnkou ninrn in- 
terest in us and hud more to do with us 
than any otbor ooirtingont whioh had 'left 
English shores, There w'ue also u fare- 
well lee, and privnln uiectiiiK with Stall 
nnd a few friends, wln-n ,Col, Boon on be- 
half ofEngland and International Huad 
quarters, bid us farewell anrl Major Muss 
Bhai welcomed uh to liidin. The next 
march wee to the epacioim Cumioii Street 
Station where we left behind us our loved 
corarado Onandinger (which seemed so 
hard, for be has such a tough light before 
him and needs all our prayers if anyone 
'does) Major and Homluta, who follow on 
in ft-mnnthi hpsideii a host of comrades and 
friends. Three hours ride brought ns to 
Dover where once more we are reminded 
by the great obalk otiffs and beautiful 
breeze so pleasant to summer pleasure 
ssebers, of tbe foot that we are at the sea 
again. Though late the corps and band 
turned ont well and amid music and sing* 
ingend waving, of handkerchiefs we were 
off in a small 'steamer and at midnight, 
after and hour and a halfs tough passage 
across the cboppy waters of the English 
Channel, whioh, to most of us, was not at 



all pleasant, landed safely at Calais, and 
wen really in

Happily Major Vint accompanied as in 
our overland trip, for we could hardly 
derotand a word the natives said bat had 
to guess what ihey meant by thstr strange 
gestulatione, We p used : Customs O.K. 
and warn taken up town by tho Captain to 
tbe barracks wbsrs 'a nice sapper was 
spread which we epcodily devoured— teinK 
Very hungry after sharing oar beautiful 
Headquarters tea with tbe fishes en rout*. 
We were very tired, too, so without hesi- 
tation made a resting place of the seats for 
a few hours when we were at It again 
bonnd for Parle, where we arrived at noon 
and were met by Majors Tbonger, Jean 
raonod and Fry. Onr':"gir1s" were 
taken to "L'Ecou- Militaire" of the 
lasses while our lads proceeded to the 
notedqnarters and men's T.H at Oaay de 
Valmy. tbe scene of so many tough fights 
and where our late comrade Joanwood— - 
cousin of the French Major— received his 
death blow. Ths weather being beautiful 
and warm we bad time to gst rested and 
have a look around us and see things gen- 
erally before the meeting at night, which 
was a blessed success; it having been well 
aonounced a good, orderly crowd turned 
out. We bad no march, for. u perhaps 
yon know, tbe French law prohibits the 
processions of Army organisation. (I 
wonder if this 'is the reason the Quebec 
anti-Salvationists kick so hard I) Our ap- 
pearance ou'thu platform in uniform was 
greeted with obeers and we noticed 
amonget them. 

VIVE LE8 CAKIHEH, 

wbils the soldiers and some others also 
gave vent " Vive L'Armoc dn Batut " and 
" Vivo Jesus Obrist. " The French are a 
very enthusiasts people and seemed touch- 
ed when told of our coming all the way 
from Canada to go to India. Our Cana- 
dian songs took well, and tbe people list- 
ened attentively to our addresses, whioh 
wore interpreted by a Staff-Captain, The 
next morning (Sunday) we attended Holi- 
ness meeting which was a most bleseed 
time, and we were ohesred to see so many 
Parisians who have received the great 
blessing, and on leaving oor hearts went 
oat in sympathy for theae dear people i 
Our stay was made verr comfortable by 
both statf and cadets, and we aay from the 
depths of our hearts "God bless onr Freneb 
comrades." We walked two deap to the 
station in tho afternoon and oroatod qolte 
a stir, especially on passing tbe market 
place the inhabitants were aroused hat 
kept to their proper placed with tbe excep- 
tion of yelling oat, in their eroltoment, 
something about "L'Armee du Balut," 
but we went on unheeding. It seemed 
very strange to us as Canadians, but here, 
in Paris at any rate, there is no observa- 
tion of tbe Sabbath, the stores are open 
and business is carried on as usual, end 
the workmen are to bo seen everywhere at 
their daily labor, while those who tan 
afford to rest frequent in large numbers 
tho places of amusement for which Paris 
is noted, in fact everything verifies the 
expression, " Infidel France," 

Leaving the great Paris of Farbion we 
hurried on behind theateam horse, passing 
and stopping at some very pretty, ancient 
and renowned places. - Here and there 
could be seen the shepherds tending their 
flocks, and also large waggons drawn by 
yokes of oxen. At every place where we. 
were able to get oi|t for a little exercise, 
the people looked at us in wonder, soma 
asking questions in Frenoh, while we could 
lly slirog our shoulders and answer, 
L'Armee du Salut," and thus satisfy 
them as best we could. Blnee leaving the 
"Circassian" this was the first whole night 
spent in travelling and sleeping in a con- 
veyance. If I were an artist I would send 
you a sketch, but thin will have to suffice. 
The car wee after the English style with 
two compartments, in noe were the lasses, 
in tbe other the tads, In our compart- 
ment (ladel between tbe seats we placed 
the baggage which nicely filled up tbe 
apace, and upon them we laid the cushions 
and thus made ourselves as comfortable aa 
proasible under tbe circumstances, while 
Deva Bepa slept up in tbe rack. After 
w»w1 ohanme we entered, the world- 
known Alps in the morning, and during

Genoa, ths birthplace of Christopher 
Columbus, America's discover, woe reach- 
ed about midnight, and we at once, pro- 
eeeded to the chip, (oar home for three 
weeks), in email boetn from tbe qoay. - 

We slept aa best we could the few re- 
maining hoars of our first night on board 
in our third-class compartment, (between 
first and second decks, nearly under the. 
forecastle), containing seventy-two bunks, 
i.e., sleeping accommodation for just that 
number of people. The lasses happily 
have second-class berth and fare nicely. 
Major Vint left ns in the morning, and ai 
seven o'clock on Tuesday, Nov. 20th, we 
started again. This is a large boat and 
has carried four previous parties to Indie. 
Tbe sailors are all Italians and the Cri- 
men Hindoos (Mohammed ana) , and are 
very friendly, although none speak Eng- 
lish except very, very little. Our doily 
bill-of-fere is — 7 a.m, lunob, consisting of 
milk or coffee and hard tack biscuits, put- 
ting me in -mind, although not net hod, of 
some biscuits I saw whioh was a sample 
of what the party received on thuir voyage 
to the International Congress. 11 a.m. 
breakfast of macaroni or rice soap, bread, 
course brown sugar and potatoes fried, 
baked or boiled, 6 p.m. dinner, the wime 
as breakfast. I most, however, compli- 
ment the cooks on their cookinn, although 
often we could do with more than we get, 
but we have long sinoe learned in whatever 
state we are therewith to be content. 

The first afternoon a returning German 
missionary got into conversation with 
some of our comrades, saying he thought 
it needless and useless to bo eo out and 
oot as we could not get on any belter by 
so doing, hut by experience we know dif- 
ferent. When Devi* Sepa spolie of the 
state of things the missionary said he "is 
noly a young Christian and shouldn't 
■peak too maob." The poor follun'a 
Ideas were completely upset, hut he trnid 
he would talk to us further on the mutter 
on the morrow. We have not seen any 
more of him since, at least he has not 
been near enough to epeak to us. That 
night wa passed the Island of Elba, noted 
in history for die banishment and escape 
of Nopolean Bonaparte and continued 
along the Italian coast, passing a number 
of islands and towns, some containing 
queer, old boiling buildings and templed 
and caver ne. 

Atom noon next day 

run famous mount Vesuvius 
loomed in eight pouring forth volumes of 
smoke, and at its feet lay Naples in which 
harbor wo stayed till evening. Wo ware, 
upon oar arrival, lieaeiged by boata con- 
taining vendors with fancy articles nnd 
fruit which they sold by mean a of a banket 
tied by a rope to the rail of the side or the 
shin, Thus wa obtained onr gondii, ilioy 
taking great oaro to get their money Dim, 
The fruit was very obeap ; tho vendors 
wanted to impose upon ue but found thnt 
we were not so green as the oraiiuaa thuy 
tried to palm off as " bono." (uooil.l At 
(5,80 tbe anchor was weighuil and being 
duek Veeuvius presented a oaautiful end 
Inspiring scene, amid the smoke the 
moutb of the water wae lit up hy ropi-atcd 
large burets of flame reminding no 'of the 
time when God so strongly poured out Hla 
wrath (so it seems) upon the imoiodiiie 
vicinity, burying PompciiandHerriitavuni. 
Hugging close to the shore next morning 
we entered tbe Straits between [inly and 
Sicily and steaming into tliu pnttty little 
harbor anchored off tyessiiia. with the 
same results as yesterday— frujt and other 
vendors all around MBJe'ginj: us, each try- 
ing to ont do his rivals, One of the ship 
boys very cunningly obtained a number of

port (left) sids. The rough weather re-' 
turned and of coorse we were all sick 
again and will not be sorry when we land 
on terra Anna in Indie. At night it was 
fearful, the ehip was like a match-box on - 
the water, . the nea washiog over quite a 
lot. Tt was ealmer in the morning and 
we were running along the south cosst of 
the Islnnd of Candia (Centre of ibi Bi< 
ble) with its snow-capped hills and steer- 
ing south-east made for the ranal.

ne were called on deck to see over a hun- 
dred camels working on tbe aide of tbe 
csnal.

They 
seem gentle but the Mlowa boat thou 
cruelly which made some very , etubboro, 
and pall all the men liked they would not 
badge an inch. 

Saving got into very hot weather wc 
came out in full uniform, making ne eon 
siderably more comfortable. A fifteen 
licur run through ihe canal brought as to 
Snez, and the first glimpse gave a good 
impression, which ie soon tost on entering 
the oily a mile or two upai the head oflho 
gnlf, tbe street facing tbe canal beiug hud 
oat as an avenue, where men are hnsj 
driving visitors on their dcukeya aii>u)> iu 
We are here in tbe immediate neighbor- 
hood where ihe children of Israel crossed 
the Bed sea dry shod and the Egjpti 
it ere drowned. 

Haviug taken on cargo and passengers 
we continued onr juumey, ''entering thi 
Ked eea (Gulf of Suez), hut I foil to set 
■here it gala it* name, et least, nat uoai 
[be water, for it is of tbe deepest blue im< 
aisitiMp. rnS3 : i!s Ht. £;iiii in iut 
night we were oaahle to get a gh'mpso of 
tliis sacred spot. The next lew days were 
passed without anything of importance 
occurring except the sea twing <ntm and 
ihe weather entrcmely hot, hat the deck 
being partly covered with ucviis we had it 
uice aud shady. 

On Satorday evening we passed the town 
ef Moclia on the Arabian roam, and a' 
u-ieht o'clock parsed ihrou.h Hell's Gat 
—tbe Straits of Babel- Uaudeb— and ntit 
atoming, the second Sunday on board, we 
anchored off Aden from whose fort Bia? 
tbe British flag. Here the boat was ho- 
sieged with small natiio boio in canoca, 
nho dived for small amounts of money. 
We took on a raited aneortment of "u- 
Fcngeo, amonj>et tbsm being two native 
ladies, who were covereil from head to foot 
with exception of a small hole to look ont 
of. Altogether there is a large mixture of 
religious on board, comprising the follow- 
ing: Salvationists. Hahnmnifirlam, Rn n^n 
Catholics, Protestants. Greek Catholics. 
Pareees, Hindoo?, Tlrabmiua, Jews, Infi- 
Job, and may ba mora I have not met as 
yet. 

We left Aden at noon not to atop any 
more until we reach Bombay to-morrow 
(Saturday,' Dec tHh) early in the morn 
ing. 

Since leaving Toronto w« have travelled 
nine thousand and fifty (3030) mils, oa- 
copting fifty three days, seven being Sua- 
daje, daring which time wa have *Uesdad 
seveuteen public rrtceting.* sod five private 
ones with the Genera! and also tha Chief- 
oi-SlaS, CommissMHjEr Bailton and 'others. 
On the continent wo only changed trains, 
etc., ten times and war times underwent 
customs inspprtien and camo ;ff 0. S., 
having no tobacco or wine about ss. 

I understand at Bombay ©ohict aaathar 
cuatotns iuejieetioa, but, anyhow, we ' 
used to it doit.

Of course somebodys' feet 
did not feel particularly nice marching 
over the stones, bat then trifles like that 
never bother the Salvationists, and eo we 
we arrive at Headqaarters, After a look 
around the place their feet were washed 
and th s first Indian meal of rice and curry 
was eaten. On the whole they made a 
pretty good fist at it, and judging from 
their remarks it waa a decided improve- 
ment orer the soup on ship board. Now 
tbe order of tbe day ie, "Heads ehaved," 
aud the barber soon boa his hands full 
tnlring off Canadian hair. Well, we don't 
■iivw, maybe oar ideas are somewhat 
perverted hy our two years in India,but we 
thought that after the shaving operations 
there was a decided improvement in the 
party. Of course there were some wry 
faces over it. but it was anything for 
Jesus. After a abort rest another rather 
novel experience awaited our comrades, 
We were going to have a big welcome 
meeting on Monday night and in order to 
advertise it twenty-eight of ue march 
around the streets each carrying a large 
bMrd liku a Band wich-man, and headed by 
Staff-Capt. Mas* Anand cenying a dinner 
bell. I beard that some blistered feet 
wero tho consequence of the marob, but, 
hallelujah, one gets used to such things in 
India. 

Well, they are here at last, and we have 
had a good grip of the hand of more than 
one old comrade, and bid them a hearty 
welcome to India. We feel sure thattbey 
will each one live op to the vows they 
have mode to God, and if so we are con- 
fident that India' a dark millions will feel 
the effects of tbe Canadian twenty — Can- 
adians no longer, but Indians. Canada 
India thanks yon for your noble gift, hut 
still the cry goes up from her perishing 
millions, "Come over and help us." SO 
officers. CO nfikers, 100 officer* are only a 
drop among so many. 

I noticed an extract from one of tbo 
daily Toronto papers, a short time since, 
remarking that Canadiana are only going 
to India to die, etc. Wei), I can onty aay 
that I am as strong and healthy as I ever 
was in my life, and spiritually my expeiv 
enceia.

Can II he tioouiblo that ths very people 
for whom all our open-air meetings are 
organised, towards whom the whole of our 
appeals arc continually directed, are ab- 
solutely kept outside the door when thoy 
come to it? This question ought cer- 
tainly lo be considered an J to be thoroughly 
settled in the mind of every officer and sol- 
dier, wherever he may be ; and in too 
many cases, I fear, the answer, if carefully 
and thoroughly stated would be, "Yes, 
they are." Wo scarcely ever hsar, nowa- 
days, of tbe complain ta that used to be 
made about poor men beitiir foroihly kept 
outside tbe doors by miserable doorkeepers. 
In that respect, I believe the Army ha' 
thoroughly learned its lesson ; and if thcro 
be any exceptions to this rule, it is reason- 
able to hope that they will very soon pass 
away. But may it not he that ws hear 
lese of these kind of tilings bocauss some, 
who used to be troublesome oustomsre. and 
who were kept outeide the doors time after 
time, have coasod to oome near tho doors 
stall? I was delighted to bear of the ability 
or an officer in tone bard-working corps, 
who, upon marching up with his prooession, 
Tound tbe door too well guarded by a police 
man, whose presence there, he thought, was 
sure to keep outside the very men wbo 
ouaht to be inside. He suggested that the 
worthy officer was standing in a draught, 
and got the Sergt. -Major to induce him to 
step into a warm room whilst the proces- 
sion and its followers all got into tbe 
building ready for a proper Salvation 
Army tight. 

But again, it may be tbat, although tbsn 
is no absolute block ou your doorstep, 
there is some arrangement in connection 
with your hu i Id ing— whether it be in the 
way of col lections at the doors, or what— 
that has bad such an effoot as to prevent 
tbe proper sort of people from going 
there, Now whst I want, above ell other 
ill iugs, to press home upon the heart of 
every officer and soldier this week is that 
they ought to find out if there be such an 
hindranoe in the way, and, effeotuaJly, to 
remove it Out of the way. I know only 
too well all tbat can be said about the 
need for money, and as long as we have to 
pay us aro as rates of interest for them iney 
needed to build barracks or extortionate 
rentals for the use of them, it may be very 
difficult, if not impossible, lo remove out 
of tha way the hindrance thua orsatad tn 
the free aoosBs of the poorest to our meet* 
inge.
